AN HISTORICAL 


AST week the Chartered Surveyors discussed 
L the inadequacies of the financial clauses of the 
Town and Country Planning Act and seemed to 
hold a general view, and one that has become common 
in many quarters, that the clauses governing com- 
pensation and betterment should be revised, not 
only because they are inequitable but for an equally 
sound reason that they, in their present form, are 
hindering the progress of planning Within 
confined circle of the point at issue this 1s | 
true, but technical planners know that there are 
many other things which militate against progress 
through and by the 1947 Act. 


It is very easy for political opponents of the Act 
to drive for its revision or repeal, for it is- very possible 
where the issues are so technical, to be blind to or to 
conceal the far-reaching results and implications of the 
Act. The latter must be considered, if criticism is to 
be sound and intelligent, in relation to many other 
matters not the least of these is the lack of control over 
the re-letting of factories and houses within desig- 
nated areas, a matter which is also related to site- 
coverage in dense urban areas. We have always 
maintained that there are large areas of unused land 
and wasted sites which cannot be developed as a 
whole by reason of scattered occupancies clain 
longish life for their buildings. Planning powers under 
the Act are reasonably wide, but they must be 
understood and used without bias or sectarian 
fears. The community, its happiness and health, 


ACCIDENT 


are the objects of the business of physical planning and 
whatever hinders the process should be considered 
on the facts of arguments brought forward and not 
supported by reason of the colour of the flag which 
protagonists happen to be waving at any given 
moment. 


Another side in the wide relationships of Town 
and Country Planning has been brought to the fore, 
for the second time, by the Auctioneers and Estate 
Agents through a Memorandum, issued recently 
by their Institute, on the Rent Restrictions Acts. 
There is no doubt that these are due for immediate 
revision to assist in solving housing shortages and to 
make for fuller and easier development of central 
areas on long-term plans. There are even stronger 
economic arguments for urgent consideration. 


It is necessary to prevent the accelerating decay 
into which many usable dwelling-houses are falling 
because of the insufficiency of present controlled 
rents. Owners of all types are unable to put aside 
enough to provide even for the maintenance, and 
improvement is, in many cases, entirely ruled out. 
From the single standpoint even of capital loss 
to the community and the nation the matter is urgent ; 
there are some 10 millions of dwelling houses in 
the country and judging by various estimates of the 
proportion of obsolescence within this figure, it is 
certain that a large number of houses require normal 
maintenance or, with but little extra expenditure,

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could be improved for reasonable modern use. 
This is a matter that does not seem to be taken into 
account by the present Government—nor for that 
matter was it considered by the last Government— 
in estimates for the number of new houses which 
they have laid down as the country’s annual re- 
quirement. 


A short-term remedy would be to allow increases 
of rent by the known increases in the costs of repairs 
and maintenance. This would ask for some method of 
ensuring that the increases were really used by 
landlords for the purposes for which the rents were 
raised ; which suggests a difficult point of super- 
vision not altogether solved by the Auctioneers’ and 
Estate Agents’ Memorandum. A remedy to meet 
short-term requirements is, however, not enough ; 
long-term proposals are also necessary. The Mem- 
morandum referred to discusses these 1n some detail 
and suggests, and we concur with the view, that the 
only sound way is to base controlled rents upon 
valuations of the property concerned. It would 
determine the rent by the existing worth of the dwel- 
ling instead of fixing it by means of a basic value 
fixed in relation to a point in time, 1938, or what the 
Memorandum calls “ an historical accident.”’ 


Our main object in drawing attention to these 
matters is to ask that if and when the Planning Act 
is reviewed—not we hope in any vindictive spirit 
of party politics, but on its merits in the light of 
experience —it shall be done in relation to other 
enactments, to the economics of the building industry 
and to the welfare of the community as a whole. 


That this is a timely plea is indicated by a reply 
by the Minister of Housing and Local Government 
to a question in the House late in April. Asked when 
he would be able to introduce legislation to amend 
the Town and Country Planning Act, the Minister 
replied that it was not possible to do so “ during the 
present session.” A reply that architects, planners 
and Local Authorities will do well to keep in mind. 


* * * 


CENTENARY YEAR 


This is indeed something of a annus mirabilis 
in the way of commemorations in the architectural 
world. Apart from the 500th anniversary of the 
birth of Leonardo da Vinci—who was as much of 
an architect as anything else—which is being cele- 
brated here and on the continent, there are a number 
of other centennial anniversaries that fall in 1952.

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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


B.I.F. CASTLE BROMWICH 


Owing to other goings-on I missed all branches of the 
B.I.F. last year. Returning to it after two years at Castle 
Bromwich last week I found general improvements ‘in a 
large number of stands but nothing to make me stop and 
wonder. Exhibits are dealt with elsewhere in this issue and 
I will confine myself to notes on some of the stands which 
interested me. 

I approached the Fair by way of the “first class only ™ 
special train which leaves at late breakfast time. It was a 
very ordinary train and the breakfast was very ordinary, 
too. The toast was, however, extraordinary, being softer 
and clammier than new-baked bread. The locomotive, as 
the engine driver declared to an official, was the same old 
engine, and, he added, it was the same old train for the 
same old people. What a pity, I thought, that the railway 
executive is not More imaginative. Would it not have been 
a good idea to have used the latest type of rolling stock 
for this train? And to have pulled it with one of the new 
standard express locomotives or alternatively with one of 
the diesel electric or gas turbine locomotives? There were 
quite a number of foreign buyers on the train and some 
of them may easily have been on the look out for railway 
engines and carriages 

Looking round the stands I came to the conclusion that 
the reason for the all-round improvement in design and 
display is that the professional stand fitters have now 
learned the vocabulary of the good designers and, having 
learned that it is a simple one, are using it quite well 
The essentials of this vocabulary are a raised platform 
reached by open hardwood steps, flower boxes every- 
where, garden paving, lots of vertical hardwood cladding, 
individual conical lamp fittings, white tube, or hardwood 
space frames and string and pretty wallpapers. I am not 
complaining, but the real designers are not maintaining 
their lead and seem to have no more ideas to offer. A 
few years ago it was difficult to find half a dozen stands 
at Castle Bromwich showing any signs of good design 
This year there must have been fifty presentable efforts. 
Several oil companies were showing and with the excep- 
tion of the Esso Company their stands were good. The 
Esso one probably cost more than any of the others as it 
was carried out in birds-eye maple or some similar veneer. 
The designer of the United Steel Companies stand did 
use a new idea. The stand was made to appear to be float- 
ing in the air over a bed of cacti set in quartz chippings 
by the ingenious use of mirrors. 

The Building and Heating section of the fair was rather 
smaller this year. Although the area was the same a 
number of stands showing such things as bicycles had 
been included. 

I wonder when the makers of tiled fireplaces are going 
to do something about improving their designs. I know 
of one firm only that has made a real effort to improve the 
breed and they—Broads of Paddington—deserve to be 
mentioned for it. They have discovered that it is not 
possible to make a tiled fireplace surround that does not 
look lumpy and heavy without introducing a certain 
amount of wood into the design. They have taken and 


are taking an immense amount of trouble and have made

some considerable improvements. 


firms get worse rather than better. I noticed at the fair 
that many of the fireplaces shown had ornamental frets 
of the most diabolical design and finish. Most were in the 
form of an inverted portcullis flanked by figures of knights, 
the whole creation so shiny, dinted and dented as to 
obscure the general outlines completely. I also noticed 
that with one exception these surround manufacturers 
have as yet made no concession whatever to the built-in 
or free standing stove or the overnight burner. They cling 
to the old inefficient open fire heads in the coal-dust, but, 
I suppose they would tell you, selling all they can make. 

Mr. Shephard Fidler who, I believe, has now taken up 
his position as City architect, will, I imagine, be pretty 
busy for some time. When he has a minute or two to 
spare may I beg him to look at the Lord Mayor of Bir- 
mingham’s parlour at the B.L.F. I think it must have been 
bought cheap at the British Empire Exhibition. Quite 
apart from its architectural shortcomings its furnishings 
which are seen by every notability who visits the fair are 
too unspeakable. 

Birmingham itself was looking more cheerful than usual 
in the spring sunshine and I noticed that the monstrous 
bus shelters are being replaced with much better but not 
terribly good ones, painted as usual cream and green. I 
visited the Kardomah which I mentioned some weeks ago 
and found that I was already too late with my suggestion 
for its preservation, for the walls have been covered with 
leather thus hiding much of the decoration. The archi- 
tecture with a certain amount of hammered copper carry- 
ing suitable inscriptions still remains. The first floor and 
basement have already been gutted. Eric Brown who was 
also there recently and who wrote to warn me of the 
changes suggests that the art nouveau work may possibly 
still exist behind the leather. Mr. W. L. Wood has written 
to suggest that I should add the Criterion Bar to the list, 
only the mosaics done by a Pole in 1893 remain, the bar 
has gone. 


F.L.W.’s GRANDDAUGHTER WEARS TOPAZ IN NAVEL

HONG KONG CITY HALL 


A reader has sent me the South China Morning Post 
for February 21. A large portion of it is devoted to a 
debate in the Legislative Council on the appointment of 
an architect or architects for the design of the new City 
Hall. It makes lively reading but it is much too long to 
reproduce in full. The result of the debate was that a reso- 
lution that the new City Hall should be undertaken by 
the Public Works Department in association with Professor 
Gordon Brown was carried by sixteen votes to one. 
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The debate has many points of interest. In the first 
place there appears to have been considerable previous 
public comment on the subject and much Press corre- 
spondence. This I have not seen. Four suggestions had 
been put forward, the first a world-wide competition, the 
second a competition open to members of the R.I.B.A. at 
home and overseas, the third a competition open only to 
architects resident in Hong Kong. The fourth suggestion 
formed the subject of the motion. It was pointed out by 
several speakers that if a competition were held it would 
have to be in accordance with the rules of the R.I.B.A. 
These seemed to be very unpopular as the following 
extracts from the reported speeches show. The Hon. 
T. L. Bowring (Director of Public Works) said that the 
rules of the R.I.B.A. governing architectural competitions 
made it impossible to exercise the degree of control in 
the choice of design which Government considered its 
duty to retain in the interests of the people of Hong Kong. 

“The competition system is beset with difficulties, 
since no matter what precautions are taken, competitions 
can and do go wrong; the architectural profession and 
the Royal Institute are well aware of the fact.” [Are they? 
Abner.] The Hon. K. M. A. Barnett (Chairman, Urban 
Council . “My Honourable friend has explained that 
the competition must be held under these rules, or else 
no architect who is a member of the R.I.B.A. could enter 
for it. He has given in detail the reasons why, in a com- 
petition held under these rules, we are unlikely to have a 
Hong Kong man as assessor, nor a winning design from 
a Hong Kong architect; and that means to me, Sir, that 
the dice is loaded against our getting a truly Hong Kong 
design. And the fees! One might almost think, Sir, that 
the rules were designed with no other end in view than 
to ‘soak’ the client. We have not unlimited money. We 
do want a really fine building. Can we afford, Sir, to 
pour away the vast sums mentioned by the former 
Colonial Secretary last December, to buy a set of plans 
which are more than likely to be unsuitable, and which, 
if they are unsuitable, we must either accept or start 
again—two years late and $161,362 in the red?” Hon. 
P. S. Cassidy: * Iam opposed to an R.I.B.A. competition 
on the grounds that we may be saddled with a building 
which will be unacceptable to local residents. Any design 
is bound to arouse controversy but there is a serious 
danger of the assessors of an open competition giving 
their award to a design which is revolutionary in its con- 
ception and which would, when translated into brick and 
stone, be totally lacking in harmony with its environment. 
It is not a question of rejecting the work of the architect 
of international distinction in favour of the local architect 
with a more confined outlook. It is the risk of having to 
put up with a design which we could never get rid of. I 
have no doubt that the assessors of the competition for 
the Coventry Cathedral prize were convinced that Mr. 
Basil Spence’s design eclipsed all others, but I have every 
sympathy with the many critics who regard it as an 
outrage to tradition.” And that brings in the question of 
design. Hon. K. M. A. Barnett: “It is our earnest wish 
that the new City Hall shall be a building which is more 
than just architecturally sound. It must dignify and 


embellish its magnificent setting of harbour and _ hills. 
It must embody the spirit of Hong Kong, the determina- 
tion, the enterprise and, above all, the unorthodoxy which 
have planted here a great city where Nature said there 
should be none. We do not want a building in the 
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Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, Corinthian, Byzantine, Norman, 
Early English, Perpendicular, Gothic, Baroque, Roman- 
tic, Neo-Gothic or even Neo-Georgian Order. We want 
a building which will start a new order of architecture— 
Hong Kong’s own new Elisabethan Order. In short, it 
must be the building of Hong Kong’s twin cities, to be 
spoken of as the great buildings of the past were, and 
some of them stil are, spoken of—the Parthenon at 
Athens, the Pharos at Alexandria, King Solomon's temple 
at Jerusalem, the Temple of Heaven at Peking, the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon, the Pyramids. All these, 
Sir, so far as I can trace, were designed by Government 
architects.” Hon. M. M. Watson (who voted against the 
resolution) said what kind of a building were they going 
to have? The promoters could lay down exactly what 
they wanted. In the recent case of the Coventry 
Cathedral the promoters stipulated that they wanted a 
new approach to the building. “ Well they got it,” said 
Mr. Watson amid laughter. ‘* We can leave out Coventry 
Cathedral as any criterion as to what we might get here,” 
he added. 

Mr. Watson said that the designer of the new City Hall 
must have some practical experience; somebody who had 
designed a building of this nature before and was able 
to shroff up plans and designs. He said that neither Pro- 
fessor Gordon Brown nor the P.W.D. was in a position to 
do that. “I think that there are a number of architects 
in the Colony, including Chinese, who are absolutely 
brilliant,” said Mr. Watson 

One or two speakers thought that the various buildings 
making up the City Hall should be handed out to different 
architects. One thought that an_ international 
petition would not attract the leading architects of the 
world [it is a million pound project. Abner]. Another 
assumed that those architects actually employed on the 
project would be appointed as Associated architects, and 
surely it is the right of any client to select such appointees 

While congratulating Professor Gordon Brown on his 
appointment I think that it is a pity that a competition is 
not to be held. Needless to say, I do not at all agree with 
the arguments against the R.I.B.A. competition. To 
begin with, the speakers in the debate seemed to be under 
a series of misapprehensions 

I have quoted at length from this debate because it 
seems to me to be important. Here we have a Crown 
Colony with a million pounds to spend turning down flat 
a proposal for a competition under R.I.B.A. rules mainly 
on the grounds that such a competition would not give 
them the building they want. It may be argued that a 
lot of nonsense was talked in the debate, but the fact 
remains that this is one more big competition down the 
drain.

New Towns Affairs 


In a short discussion on the third 
reading of the New Towns Bill on May 
7, Mr. Lindgren raised the question of 
achieving balanced development in the 
new towns and suggested that the ex- 
penditure which the Bill authorized 
should be used to cover not only the 
provision of houses, roads, sewers and 
shops but also for the provision of 
plaving fields, social centres and other 
social amenities so that the new towns 
could) develop their own _ local 
consciousness. 


Mr. Marples, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, said that it was 
certainly intended to secure balanced 
development, but there were inherent 
difficulties in achieving planned de- 
velopment in a new town and bringing 
the various requirements forward at 
the correct stages. At the moment the 
new towns were suffering from lack of 
amenities for the inhabitants. The 
Ministry was trving to reduce the 
number of technical checks which it 
imposed, not only on the new towns 
but on local authorities. In the past 
they had sent in their plans for housing 
and the technical officers of the 
Ministry had then made a technical 
check. It was not satisfactory when 
one architect was checking another 
architect’s work. The Minister was 
anxious to see if it was possible to 
apply an administrative check on the 
cost of the schemes, and to give 
greater freedom to the new towns and 
local authorities. 


The Ministry was trying to give the 
new towns greater freedom in deciding 
how they would spend their money, 
although it was difficult to give more 
amenities in addition to the level of 
work they were already undertaking. 
The money must be matched by re- 
sources, and it would be extremely 
difficult, for example, to give permis- 
sion to carry out social amenity build- 
ing which required a great deal of steel 
if that meant there would be fewer 
houses or less services. The transfer 
was, therefore, largely limited by the 
supplies of steel and timber, but sub- 
ject to those materials being available 
in sufficient quantities the Minister 
would not be unsympathetic. 

Answering a point made by Mr. 
Slater about rents, and the possibility 
of an increased subsidy specifically to 
assist the new towns, Mr. Marples said 
the answer to the rent problem was 
not always an increase of subsidy. The 
Minister was devoting most of his time 
to seeing whether it was possible to 
keep building costs at their present 
level, or reduce them. How successful 
he would be depended on the success 
of the monetary policy as a whole. 
It was agreed that the rents which had 
to be charged in some of the new towns 
were beyond the means of most of the 
people who wanted the houses. The 
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question was what method could be 


adopted to reduce them. An increased 
Exchequer subsidy was not necessarily 
the way to do it. A freer flow of 
materials to the builders, a reduction 
in building costs, and the better plan- 
ning of houses would achieve that. 
Monopoly Reference 

The President of the Board of Trade 
stated on May 8 that he expected to 
have chosen two further matters for re- 
ference to the Monopolies Commission 
by the latter part of the summer. On 
this Mrs. Mann asked him if he would 
consider the urgent problem of mono- 
poly in housing materials such as sani- 
tary ware, asbestos and lead 
Mr. Thorneycroft said that he would 
bear that in mind, along with other 
suggestions, but it would be unwise to 
announce before his decision at the end 
of the summer just what matters he 
would refer to the commission 


Paint Trade Census 


Mr. Thorneycroft informed Mr 
Fletcher-Cooke that the results of the 
questionnaires sent out by the Board of 
Trade statistics division to the paint 
trade for the vear 1949 had not vet been 
issued. It was expected that the re- 
ports of the Census of Production for 
1949, including that on the paint trade, 
would be published well before the end 
of this vear.

Mining Subsidence 

The Minister of Fuel and Power, 
Mr. Geoffrey Llovd, stated in answer 
to Mr. George Brown that it was not 
intended in present circumstances to 
implement the remaining recommen- 
dations of the Turner report on the 
consequences of mining subsidence 
Mr. Brown said that the whole cost of 
this subsidence was now falling on the 
local authorities concerned, and he 
suggested that grants from the Ex- 
chequer to assist them might be con- 
sidered.

specially interesting as it is said to give 
the advantages of both materials and to 
eliminate many of the disadvantages. I 


have lately found that a number of 
asphalt’ suppliers are prepared to 
supply products bearing the B.S.I 


certification mark as a guarantee that 
the materials comply with the respec 
tive standards; this action is very help 


ful to the architect as this group of 
materials is one of the many whose 
quality cannot be judged by appear 


ance and consequently it is difficult to 
know that what ts laid is, in fact, what 
was specified 

The standards in this flooring field 
ire very helpful as it is almost impos 
sible for an architect's specification to 
be sufficiently detailed to set out fully 
the requirements even if the specifi 
cation writer is knowledgeable enough 
to be able to detail them, as they are 
very complex 

I have not so far mentioned timbe 


flooring but there are B.S. for this 
group of materials also, namely, B.S 
1297 for softwood strip types and 
B.S.1187 for wood blocks These 
standards control quality by setting 


down limits for defects, moisture con- 
tent and short lengths and, to some 
degree, and tolerances; owing, 
however, to the great variety of umbers 
available, the B.S. cannot control 
resistance to wear as this 1s related to 
the species of timber. Neither of these 
B.S., however, relates to flooring for 
secret nailing in either hardwood or 
softwood 

There is a B.S. for the materials to 
be used for magnesium oxychloride 
floors but this I feel is only of partial 
interest to architects. What is needed 
in this field is a_ series of tests 
which could be applied to the floor as 
laid or to samples taken during laying 
to ensure that all is well. In fact cer- 
tain tests for floors as laid would be 
useful for all in-situ types in order to 
prescribe limits of unevenness, of sur- 
face blemishes and the like as these 
matters are so often the cause of argu- 
ment between the architect and the 
floor layer. I think B.S.I. ought to 
atternpt to prepare requirements of 
this nature as supplements to the
